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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the claim elements have 
been incorrectly interpreted-that the text references are the elements that are directly adjoining, not the images. However this explanation 
is inconsistent with the language of independent claims 1,9, 18 and 22. The claims recite "...sequences of textual references to images 
that are directly adjoining... more than one text references to images that are directly adjoining, rendering each of the images represented 
by said textual references that are directly adjoining so as to generate a composite image, said textual references comprising conceptual 
linking in a common formatted object to signify directly adjoining images". This language does not support that the images are not directly 
adjoining since the phrase "directly adjoining" itself is used to describe the images not the textual references. Thus Examiner's 
interpretation made in light of Applicant's claim language is not improper due to the unclear description of the claimed invention. The 
Katayama et al reference is therefore sufficient in the teaching the "directly adjoining" feature as claimed in regards to the images and 
textual reference (col. 5 lines 20-22, col. 9 lines 4-61, col. 10 lines 35-40, col. 12 lines 31-58, col. 14 line 53-col.15 line 7). Applicant's remarks 
are therefore unpersuasive. 
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
